Morocco- USSR : (jrhe Moroccan Government may 
soon accept a Soviet proposal to construct a shipyard 
at Tangier. Last February Soviet technicians com- 
pleted a preliminary survey of the project, which will 
cost about $30,000,000. Foreign Minister Balafrej on 
3 August implied to the British ambassador that ne- 
gotiations with the USSR were advanced, if not actually 
concluded. Balafrej gave no indication as to when 
work might commence; he affirmed that the govern- 
ment intended to engage a Western resident engineer 
as supervisorT|

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Bolivia : Armed violence between civilian militia 
units threatens to spread in the Cochabamba valley 
southeast of La Paz, according to the US military 
attaches in Bolivia. Dissatisfied with the governing 
Nationalist Revolutionary Movement's conduct of re- 
cent congressional elections, one militia unit invaded 
a neighboring town on 1 August and killed a leader of 
a rival unit who apparently was a supporter of the 
central government. Troops stationed in Cochabamba 
have been recalled from maneuvers, and additional 
troops were sent to the area on 4 August. The gov- 
ernment may be hesitant, however, to use the army 
against the traditionally more popu lar civilian militia. 
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
